Intellectually and morally, Theodore 
Roosevelt inherited much from his 
Progenitors. Born just before the 
Civil war, of a northern father and a 
southern mother, both sympathizing 
with their native section of the land, 
he came naturally by his strong feol- 
ing that all sections of tha country 
were coherent as a nation.

2 few lines to let you know I’m 


{ got through it O. K, 

Suppose there was some noise when 
they heard that the war was at an 
end. Was not any noise “Over Here” 
for we were awaiting it. 

On November 1, we put over a big 
varvage and I think they got their 
stomachs full, and so thought it best 
ta quit. On. a 2 kilometer front 
‘here was 70 batteries of light and 
reaty Artillery. You can imagine 
the noise there was while they were 
N firing. When the big guns would 
ire it would shake the earth all over. 

We were on five fronts: Toul, Al- 
‘ace. Chateau-Thierry, Soissons and 
Verdun; the last front was sure a 
hurd one, when we would change 
Fronts, we would hike, which would be 
7 or & days on the road—hike rain or 
‘ine and sometimes we would hike 

day and half the night. 

Hiave seen the Germans come over 
‘n the day time and get our balloons, 
then you would see American planes 
around here start chasing the Ger- 
mans and then you sure would see 
rome fun. 

What would you do if Fritz came 
over some night and put the-end gats 
ut of his machine and start dropping 
‘ombs where you were sleeping, or 
the shells would start dropping? I 
‘magine what you would do. : 

Have not heard from Henning in a 
‘ong time. Got a letter from him 
‘aying he was in the hospital with a 
‘hot in the leg. 

We are in Newville. If you've got 
a map of France you can find Rivgny. 
It is near Rivgny; Newville might not 
be on the map. 

While the war was on we couldn't 
have any light of any kind after dark. 
Now we cah have all the light we 
want and can go to bed and not be 
‘fraid that Fritz is going to come ov- 
er and put out his end gats and start 
‘aying eggs. 

We are sleeping in hay barns now, 
which is a good place to sleep. We 
have only 7 horses at present, so we 
don’t have much to do. 

Sure have seen some country. and 
‘t all looks the same to me. The U. 
S. A. would sure look good to ug now. 
Hope that it won't be long before we 
get there, 

See in paper where there are sever- 
al cases of influenza in Grayling and 
that G. Larson and G. Belmore are 
dead.

On account of influenza conditions 
it is deemed best to cus cl the Wo- 
men’s Extension Schoo! which was tc 
have been held at Roscommon on Jan- 
uary 14 and 15 under the auspices of 
the Women’s Congress co-operating 
with the Department of Home Econ- 
omics, M. A. C. 


At 4 meeting of the Directors of the 
Michigan Cro» Improvement Associ- 
ation held on December 13th it waz 
secided to hold the Annual Meeting 
and Show of the Association in con- 
nection with Farmer Week, February 
3rd and 7th, 1919 at the Agricultura: 
College. The Directors also went 
carefully over the figures appertain- 
ing to the cost of production of pedi- 
sreed grains. These figures are very 
sxhaustive and go into the matter in 
zreat detail and it was found that 
31.35 per bushel is the cost of produc- 
tion, for pedigreed registered oats. 
The following are the prices adopted 
by the Association for oats. 
Registered oats in less than 5 

bushel lots, per bu... 
Registered oats 5-24 bushel lots 


Registered cats 25-199 bushel 

lots, per 
Registered oats over 200 bushel 

lots, per bu.. 

Carload lots, per bu 

Sacks extra at cost. 

Farmers desiring seed oats should 
remember that in preparing these 
oats for market each 100 pounds is 
sereened down to 75 pounds and the 
seed is 9934 per cent pure. 

A good stroke of business for Com- 
munity committees wonld be to get 
together a club of farmers and buy 
the pedigreed seed oats in say 200 
bushel lots or over. At these prices 
the increased yield would surely make 
the seed cheaper than to chance com- 
mon oats at the ordinary prices.
